A Process Tlmt Is Described as Simple by 


a Professional, 


The following is a very.simple method 


for gold and silver plating: .Take an 
ounce of nitrato of silver, which is 
made as follows: One ounce of fine sil- 
ver, one ounce nitric acid, one-half 
eranco water. Put the silver into a Flor- 
ence flask, then pour in the acid and- 
water. Place tho flask on the sand bath 
for a few moments, taking care not.to 
apply too much . heat, and as soon as 
chemical action becomes violent remove 
the flask to .a cooler place and allow the 
action to go on until it nearly slacks, 
when; if there is any silver still remain 
ing, the flask may bo placed oh the bat 
again until the silver disappears. If th 
acid employed is weak, it may be neces 
sary to add a little more. The red f time 
formed when chemical action is goin 
on disappear when the acid has done it 
work. 


The nitrate of silver formed durin,. 


the above operation should be poure 
into a, porcelain .capsulo and-heated nn 
til a pellicle .appears on the surface 
when it may be set1 aside to crystallize 
The uncrystallized. liquor should to 
poured from tlie crystals into anothei

e'va^jporated sufficiently to crystallize 
Then you h'avs nitrate of silver. Take 
an'ounce of nitrate of silver, dissolve in 
a \quart of distilled rainwater. When 
thoroughly- dissolved, throw' in a few 
crystals of hyposulphite of soda, which 
will at first form a brown precipitate 
but which becomes rodissolved if enough 
hyposulphite Las been added. There 
rntfst ho present a slight excess of this 
salt. The solution is now complete. 
Take a sponge, clip it iu the solution 
aucl rub it over the work to be plated. 


A solution of gold may be made in 


the same way and applied as described. 
A concentrated solution of either gold 
or silver may bo used for work that has 
been worn' off by applying it with a 
camel's hair brush and, touching it with 
n strip of zinc. Tho writer has used this 
method with the most satisfactory suc- 
cess. The gold or silver used in making

DISASTROUS FLOODS. 


The Misaigaippi and Missouri rivers 


and their tributaries foave inundated 
trtctsof fertile lands in the several 
•States through which they find tbeir 
way to the Quit of Mexico, which ex- 
ceed in extent three or four of the New- 
England States. 


While the loss of life caused by the 


high waters has not been great, the 
damage to property is almost incalcu- 
lable,; and thousands of prosperous 
fanners have been driven from their 
homes, by the- merciless waters, and 
left destitute. 


The Government appropriated $200,- 


000 to relieve the immediate wants of 
the sufferers by the floodSj whose num- 
bers are so laige that the appropriation 
will not more than supply them with 
the common necessaries of life for a 
few weeks. 


The cause of the unusually high 


waters at this season of the year in 
the Mississippi and Missouri valleys, 
is attributed by scientists to the whole- 
sale destruction of forests along the 
headwaters of those streams. Naturally 
the deep snows, which fall in the 
winter season about the sources of the 
great rivers of the Western States, 
were sheltered from the rays of the 
spring sun by dense forests, and melted 
gradually. Now the lands are denuded 
of the covering given then by nature, 
and the first breath of spring melts the 


" snows and makes a raging torrent of 
every rivulet, which uniting in the 
large streams cause them to overflow 
their banks and convert, the lowlands 
along their borders into lakes. 


The Mississippi in many places as far 


north as Qninoy, Illinois, is from eight 
to ten miles wide, deluging the country 
and sweeping farm houses and every- 
thing movable, with irresistable force 
toward the Gulf of Mexico. 


These floods may be expected every 


spring unless the preceding winter 
has been remarkably dry, until nature 
again clothes the country about the 
sources of the great rivers with vegeta- 
tion, and the wholesale and indiscrimi- 
nate destruction of forests is prevented 
bylaw. 'At present, however, there is 
little probability of any restrictive 
legislation, as the trusts insist upon a. 
high duty on lumber, and their in- 
fluence is much greater in Congress 
than that of the farmers who?o lands 
have been submerged by the high 
waters. 


It is true the Government has pro- 


vided for a forestry commission to re- 
strict the denudation of timber lands 
and encourage the planting of trees, 
but while there is an incentive of a 
high tariff to cut down trees and pre- 
vent the importation o£ lumber from 
the British possessions, the work of 
the despoiler will be continued regard- 
less of the disastrous consequences to 
the residents in the lowlands along the 
great streams of the Mississippi and 
other agricultural valleys.

GOLD SHIPMENTS AGAIN IN OKDEB 


Since the election of President Mc- 


Kinley and tfee assurance on his part 
by platform and declaration that the 
single gold standard would be main- 
tained in the United States until for- 
eign nations gave their assent to the 
coinage of silver very little gold has 
been shipped out of the country. The 
gold trust found opportunities to in- 
vest in other securities than Govern- 
ment bonds and gold has been ac- 
cumulating in the National Treasury. 


Now, 
however, there is a demand for 


American gold abroad and shipments 
of the metal are again being made to 
Europe. 
Tnesday $1,000,000 was ex- 


ported from New York to London and 
other shipments will probably be made 
before the close of the week. 


Last year the balance of trade was in 


favor of the United States to the ex- 
tent of several hundred millions of dol- 
lars. Naturally this would neoess itate 
the shipment of several 
hundred 


millions of gold to the United States 
to square accounts. It appears, how- 
ever, that it does not more than pay 
the 
interest 
on 
what 
we owe 


Europe for three or four months and 
gold has to be shipped across the At- 
lantic to pay for the rest of the year. 
The friends of the Administration, 
those who profit by the favoritism 
shown to trusts and combinations, 
spend much of .their time in Europe 
and take about $100,000,000 of gold an- 
naally ont of the country to pay their 
expenses. Then the're are trust mag- 
nates, who buy titles for their daught- 
ers at exhorbitant prices, and take 
many millions'more for that purpose 
and the interest on Government, rail 
road and other bonds require hun 
dreds of millions whioh must be paid 
by money collected from the people 
Now this interest is again becoming 
dne and as the money kings have mor 
money to invest, the treasury may b 
drained to create a demand for another 
bond Issue, as the policy of the powers 
that be is to issue bonds for gold the 
moment the $100,000,000 reserve is en- 
croached npon 
regardless 
of 
the 


amount o! other legal tender money in 
the treasury vaults.

Fifty People Drowned and the Scenes 


Heartrending. 


GrjiHRre/O. T,, April 28—At 6 


o'clock this morning a mighty wave of 
water six feet high and a mile wide 
swept down Cottonwood Valley and 
struck |this city. 
A deafening roar 


went up as the water crushed the 
houses and drove the people from 
their homes. 
At the first rush of the 


water every boat and bridge was swept 
away. 
All the west of Guthrie is sub- 


merged. Twenty business houses have 
ten feet of water in them. The river is 
twenty feet above the ordinary level 
and hundreds of "people are in the 
trees but cannot be helped. 
Several 


men, 
trying to swim the current to 


reach four women and a baby in a tree, 
were carried away. 
A woman wading 


from home with a baby on her head 
was swept away ond lost. 
It is be- 


lieved that more than a score of 
negroes were drowned. Persons who 
escaped the flood estimate that fully 
fifty persons were drowned. 


Nine people were seen to drown; two 


women and a child were carried away 
on a bridge; one man and two women 
were on B house roof when it went to 
pieces and they perished. 
As there 


is no communication it was absolutely 
impossible to got the names. 
Scores 


are missing. 
Many buildings are still 


going down. A. girl in a peach tree for 
hours just gave up and fell into the 
water. 
Hundreds of men are building 


boats at the lumber yards. 
Gus Platt 


and George Wells swam the main cur- 
rent, got a flat boat from its moor- 
ings and saved seven people. It is be- 
lieved that many were caught in bed in 
the small houses and drowned. The 
Big Cimmsroon bridge is gona. Im- 
mense '.damage has been done in the 
country. , Skeleton Creek has washed 
away scores of farm houses. Several 
people were drowned. 


Rumors of an appalling loss of life 


are in circulation. Some place the 
number of dead at over one hundred... 
The real extent of the catastrophe is 
still uncertain.

1SEKT SUGAR SKKU. 


Depnrtment of Agriculture Importuned 


Front Many Farmers. 


A late Washington dispatch states 


that the agricultural department is 
being importuned from all parts of the 
country for bees sugar seed. In view 
of tbe satisfactory prices received for 
staple crops during the paal year and 
the prospective increase in the duty on 
sugar, farmers in all sections of the 
Union evidently intend to experiment 
with beet sugar culture. Heretofore 
beet sugar growing has been confined 
almost exclusively to' Nebraska and 
California. The agricultural depart- 
ment has sent beet sugar seed, this 
spring, to about thirty Statesand Terri 
tories. The demand comes from Ohio 
Indiana, Illinois^ Michigan, the Da> 
kotas, Texas, New Mexico, Iowa 
Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, 
Tennessee, 


Kentucky and the Virginias. There 
have also been requests from Pennsyl- 
vania and New York. A Nebraska 
sugar refinery company donated five 
tons of beet sugar seed to the depart- 
ment, and the department purchased 
two tons additional. The supply is 
about exhausted, but the demand con- 
tinues. If successful, the industry 
probably will be developed in many of 
the States in which experiments aro 
made this,year, supplanting corn and 
wheat.

Mirrors. 


The earliest looking ^glasses, or mir- 


tors, were of either metal, highly pol- 
ished, or of black painted mica. It is 
noted in Jewish history that the laver 
was rnado of brass "of tho looking glass- 
es of the women asscb$iling, which as- 
sembled at tho door ofShe tabernacle of 
the congregation,'' and some commenta- 
tors conjecture that these women gave 
up their bronze or copper hand mirrors 
to supply the material for tho laver. 
Egyptian women always carried their

This netting' haa been tarred again 


aud again with fine', thin tar and it is 
thoroughly saturated. The not tuny be 
0 feet deep. A length Of it is rolled up, 
tuid tho roll is then flattened dowu. The 
flattened roll may bo 6 inches, wide, and 
it is out 'off with aii ax into chunks of 
perhaps a foot in length, just enough to 
lie nicely on. the grate- of a kitchen 
range. It is thoroughly dried before it 


used. It all ignites .quickly, and 


burns -fiercely and uniformly,, with, a 
bluish flamo and rather a pleasant odor; 
A properly laid flro with a section of 
old tarred netting to start it never goes 
out. 
(Whoever "attends'to: the kitchen 


fire in the fisherman's house prepares it, 
if possible, the night before, and pulls a 
Btraiid from the 'tarred netting out 
through the b ars of the grate in front. 
To start the flro in tho morning all that 
is necessary is to touch a lighted'niatc.h 
to the end of, that tarred rope yarn;, '•' 


Some of this tarred netting has been 


sold to start tho flre . in locomotives. 
Such a thing is not: unheard of .as the 
use of cotton waste .and oil for this,pur- 
pose, but a sheet of old tarred netting 
laid over the grate bars beats the cotton 
waste out of sight. Still, locomotives 
have multiplied and tarred netting cuts 
no figure as a means of starting the fire 
in them, . I t is perhaps now used for 
that purpose, if at all, only on roads 
running through or near, fishing dis- 
tricts. And, as said, "it is now rarely 
sold. The fisherman uses it to start his 
own fire, and the nian who has more 
than he wants gives to his neighbor.
